One needs to. make very faw 
voyages up and down the China 
Coast or ta ramain very few days § 
in any of the shipping parts of 
China to witness the shameful 
slackneas and lack af courtesy.

especially the Red Ensizn and! 
tha house fags of the leading 
shipping companies on the Coast. 
To take the,case of Shanghai, at 
eight o'clock any morning, as an 
example: One needs enly ta 
stand on the Bund at that hourto 
witness the disrespectful manner 
in which flags are hoisted on mos: 
of the merchant vessels in sight. 
One may, at times, see three or 
four vessels of the same Company 
lying near each ether; and it is 
nothing unusual to see each in- 
dividual ship hi ing her-colours 
and house flag at times different 
to her neighbours. It seems to 
be a general practice of tlags being 
hoisted at “any old time “and in 
any manner hut the correct one, 

Then as regards naval vessels 
that are Iying near: Little or no 
attention is paid to these ships, 
which hoist their colours at the 
proper time and in the carrec: 
manner: it is not toa muen to 
ask that masters of — mer- 
thant vessels should pay a 
little atrention and extend, 
a littl respect and coaurte-y 
to the naval ships of their coun-! 
tre. There are always warships. 
in Shanzhai harbour and all ff,

We had sn idea, when the scheme 
was first mooted, that ‘the con- 
trivance was to be so worked 
that sufficient passengers: would 
be let through the gate to fill up 
the incoming car and then the 
Rate closed until the car was 
despatched. Thas would have 
been the common-sense way of 
doing things. What actually 
necurs, however, is that the gate 
remains shut whilst the cars are 
in motive and it remains so until 
the down car is emptied of its 
passengers. Then the gute is 
flung open and if the station is 
fairly full of passengers a mad 
tush is misde to get through. 
No offovt whatever is 
to check’ the number, 
the consequence is 
very frequently, 
than can 
the car pass through on to the 
platform, a goodly number of 
whom have to return to their 
seats in the station. So far as 
tegulation of traffic goes, the 
system is useless—it merely 
causes two scrambles instead of 
one: first for the gate and then for 
the car. These facts can be 
verified any evening during the 
busy hours of travelling. The 
process of “Brat come. first served” 
is not operated at.all only las: 
evening we witnessed a case in 
which «. resident who was 
crammed .out.of one car got 
squeezed cut of the next also 
because, te did not happen. to be 
near to the gate when it 
was opened. The only sensible 
method of operating this barrier 
is to have man stationed at 
tha «ate. whose business it 
should be te let 
only a sufficient 
passengers ta fill the incoming 
ear, thea shutting the gate until 
that car has left on its upward 
run. The proce-s would then be 
continued +f fnfinttum. This 
would be simplicity itself, would 
mean that everybody would get a 
fair chance and. above all. would 
absolutely do away with any 
mecessity whatever for undue 
scrambling for seats.

“THE WORED OF RADIO.” 


_ PROGRESS DUE T0.THE AMATEUR, 


‘A fine tribate to the work of 
amateurs ‘was paid by Dr. 
Eveles in his Presidential sd- 
dress to the Radio. Society of 
Great Britain. In the course of 
his remarks, he. said before 
wireless became comimercial alt 


items, it is quite possible: that 
it will becoma-as necessary to 
the community: ss tha Pross. 
Tf that ia so, it may become even 
more influential than the Press, 
because hearing is very mach 
easier to most people thegs 


tha workers in it were amateurs; | i 


thoy wore experimenting in igno-

gain. Sir Oliver Lodge’s work 
with -the short’ aerial, on 
waves a few matres long, using 
the filings coherer with the tap- 
per, back in 1894, constituted the 
first complete wireless receiving 
set ever assembled, and was 
certainly done “for fun.” It was 
an aside from his laborious 
scientific work in the laboratory 
and in the study; in fact, he 
probably. set it up to amuse 
people. 

‘One may say “also that until 
about 1897 Marconi was an 
amateur making experiments 
with Hertzian waves, as were a 
great many people in the various 
laboratories sod lecture- rooms 
throughout the world, and Ruthar- 
ford’s open-air experiments with 
his own magnetic detector in 
1896, when he recetved signals 
across Cambridge, a distance of 
a. mile and a half. were done 
without thought of pecuniary 
recompense. It was the amateur 
who brought forward the crystal 
detector. who jound out the best 
combinations, who introduced 
i: into our subdjecs. It was 
some time alter this work 
by the amateur that the 
crystal detector came gradually 
inte practical commercial tele- 
gtaphy.

The increase in 


casting. It follows that there 
will be less space left in the 
spectrum for the amateur, and 
we, a5 amateurs, ought to take on 
the whole problem of preparing a 
case tu be put before the authori- 
ties, whenever they require to 
hear us, in order that we may 
set forth our views and pot them 
in proper form for exerting due 
weight. [t is.conceivable that in 
default.of some such preparation 
éfthe part ofthe amateur fratern- 
ity. the allocation of wavelengths 
to them for their use in trans- 
mission experiments may be too 
narrow or even nil. This, I think. 
wil! be very harmful to the study 
of every section of wireless, but 
especially tothe study of trans- 
mitting apparatus, end therefore 
ultimately to the industry. 

In what I said earlier I pointed 
out that wireless telegraphy was 
originated by amateurs who were 
neither engineers nor telegra- 
phists, and that wireless develop- 
ment since then has owed as 
mucb at least to the amateur 
experimenter as to the trained 
technician. The presence of a 
large amaseur wireless section 
:n & populstion ensures that 
that community will be recep 
tive to new ideas in wireless 
and produces an environment in 
which the highest form of tech- 
nician can flourish. Asa conse- 
quence, men of special ability are 
afforded adequate scope. and 
genius is discovered and given its 
opportunity. When itis remem- 
bered that one inventor or genius, 
like James Watt, may be worth 
untold millions to the world, we 
feel the importance of encourag- 
ing to the utmost the spread of 
the amateur-spirit in wireless as 
in other branches of our modern 
electrial civilisation.
